A message from the Goyernor by James I. Thornton, Secretary of State: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
' TuscaLoosa, Nov. 18, 1834. 
Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, and of the House of Representatives; 

The revolution of the seasons has convened you once more at the seat of Govern- 
ment, and I congratulate you on the auspicious circumstances under which you will 
commence your representative labors. . O7 a . 

Our citizens have never been more prosperous. The curreat year has yielded an 
unexampled redundancy of provisions, and the staple crop will return an ample and a 
rich reward to the skill and industry of our planters, ‘Fhe unsettled parts of the 
State are rapidly filling up with a respectable population from other States, the adding 
greatly to its increasing wealth and growing prosperity. Í 

Extending our views to other portions of the Union, we cannot fail to be impressed 
with the conviction, that our whole country enjoys a degree of prosperity which, if 
not unequalled, has never been surpassed at any former period. Fts political condi- 
tion, tod, is Such as to inspire the strongest confidence in the perpetual ‘duration of all 
our free-and happy institutions, ‘The recent collisions produced by the unwise, but 
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temporary policy of the general government, between different sections of the 
country, have been happily adjusted, and the angry agitations which seemed for a 
while to threaten the most disastrous results, have had the effect of endearing our sys- 
tem more than ever to the affections of the people, and of sinking its foundations 
deeper and wider in the great principles of rational liberty and equal rights. With 
nothing to excite to unpleasant controversy, or tå engender political strife, the pre- 
sent period is deemed peculiarly prapitious for wise and wholesome legislation. 

The resolutions of the 12th January 1833, proposing to the authorities of Georgia 
to refer the existing controversy, in relation to the boundary between the two States, 
to the umpirage of a suitable individual, have been considered by that State, and its 
determination is contained in a preamble and resolution, herewith submitted for your 
consideration. From these it appears, that our ‘proposition so just and equitable, so 
free from objection and so well calculated to lead to a speedy and satistactory ad- 
justment, has not been acceded to; and it is painful to observe, that a disposition is 
manifested to agree to the establishment of no other line, than the one which Georgia 
has traced for herseif, without the participation and against the consent of Alabama, 
The principal reason for the course she has adopted is, that if the line were remoyed 
eastward, which would no doubt be its true position, a debt would be imposed on 
her, tothe general government, equal to -the value of the lands which might be 
found to lic in this State, and which she has patented to her own citizens. This 
reason certainly can have no influence in settling our right of jurisdiction, the only 
one we are seeking to establish. É 


But, on this point, it is believed the apprehensions of Georgia are without any just 


foundation. The liberal policy which has marked the legislation of Congress, in re- 
lation to the public domain, does not?admit the belief that any difficulty will be inter- 
posed by that body; and it may be safely concluded, that the United States would 
not hesitate to relinquish their claim to the small quantity cf lands contained in the 
disputed territory. Itis of the utmost importance, that the proper boundary be 
established without delay, and to that end, as-well as to remove the objection now 
urged, I respectfully suggest the propriety of submitting to Georgia the proposition, 


‘that a joint application, from the two States, be made to Congress, asking a re- 


linquishment of title to the lands in question, ; 

The expediency of establishing a Penitentiary, has been submitted to the people, 
in conformity with the act of January last, and from the returns which have been 
received, it is shown that a large and decided majority, ave against it. Whatever 
opinions we may entertain on this interesting subject, the question kys been settled 
in a manner, and by a tribunal, that commands implicit acquiescence. The project, 
therefore, of improving our Criminal Code, by intreducing the Penitentiary system, 
must be considered, for the present, as abandoned. It is, however, otherwise suscep- 
tible of great and salutary changes which it is earnestly hoped the Legislature will 
adopt at the present session. ‘ . : 

Their attention is particularly invited to the common practice of wearing secret 
weapons, It has already led to the destruction of many valuable lives, and unless 
measures be taken to suppress it, will grow jnto a, frightful and an alarming evil- 
They are carried, itis alleged, in order to be provided with the means of self-de- 
fence, on occasions cf emergency, but are much oftener used as instruments of re- 
venge. This dark passion is exceedingly ingenious in jts devices, which are gene- 
rally so well contrived, that its victims are frequéntly made'to appear as assailants. 
Within the last few years, not a.few cases have occtrred, in which individuals of 
character, of high and honorable feelings, and sterling worth, have been roused to 
violence by merecontrivances, when they were either immediately despatched or 
dangerous:y wounded by the dirk, the dirk-knife or the pocket pistol. Could these 
contrivances be established in our courts, the laws have provided ample punishment, 
but this being the very point which the scheme proposes to guard against, they are 
seldom susceptible of proof, and the: offender is often discharged on the ground cf 
necessary self-defence, Even when assaults are committed without provocation, it 
does not follow that the persons in fanit, should be stabbed to death, or shot through 
the body. Ifit be objected, that the Legislature have no right to prescribe the mode 
of wearing arms of this description, there can be no difficulty in declaring the use of 
them against individuals unlawful, when carried secretly and out of sight, and of 
inflicting any punishment, however severe, for injuries done by them in individual 
rencounters, The evil complained of is universally regretted by the orderly and 
well disposed part of the community, and they would readily sanction the passage of 
all necessary laws for its suppression. ae a i 

The existing laws for ascertaining the strength of the militia, are defective. They 
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have totally failed in öbtaning from the officers acciirate returns of the number of 
their respective. corps. ‘This is strikingly apparent from the last annual report of 
the Adjutant General, by which it would seen that ouf militia does not exceed 
three thousand, when there can be little doubt, that correct returns from the several 
brigades and divisions would show a force of nearly forty thousand effective men. 
The'laws of most of the States have aimed at introducing discipline among the 
militia, and imparting to the body of the citizens, the instruction necessary to teach 
them the duties of active service, but they have uniformly failed of success, and it is 
the settled opinion of cur best informed military men, that nothing useful can be ac- 
complished beyond keeping in commission the necessary complement of officers, and 
obtaining regular and accurate returns of the effective militia force. - The latter of 
these objects can be effected by adopting proper measures, which are recommended 
to the prompt and early attention of the Legislature, By the acts of Congress of 
1808 and 1816, an annual-appropriation of $200,000 is made for the purpose of pro- 
viding arms and equipments for the militia of the United States, which are to be 
distributed to each State in proportion to its effective force. he quota cne to this 
State has never been received, ‘and unless moře accurate returns are furdished at 
the War Department, we shall contmue, as heretofore, to sustain a considerable 
annual loss in these materials. 

During the last session of the University, a spirit of insubordination, among the 
students, was found to exist, which threatened fer a season to impair the discipline 
which had been introduced, and without which no literary institution can flourish. 
At the meeting of the board of trustees,in August, an enquiry was instituted, anda 
thorough and laborious investigation, enabled that body to arrive at the true cause of 
the evil, and to apply the corrective. The college exercises were resumed in Octo- 
ber with a respectable number of students, atid ander circumstances highly favorable 
to the prosperity of the institution. With the present able and competent profes- 
sors, all united in maintaining the discipline of the University, and zealous and active 
in their exertions to secure for it the high character to which it is entitled, it has 
strong claims to public confidence, and will doubtless intheeud dispense all the 
blessings and benefits which its friends and patrons have anticipated. 

The period has arrived, when the public authorities should settle upon, and com- 
mence such a system of internal improventents as the necessities of the country re- 
quire, and will be justified and sustained by its resources. The topegraphical fea- 
tures of the State are fully developed—the soil of its several districts, and the pro- 
ductions to which it is adapted are known, the present condition of our towns, in 
regard to trade, is ascertained, and their.future commercial prospects can be antici- 
pated with tolerable certainty; so that there will be little diffculty in designating the 
points which should be connected, and in fixing the location of such channels of 
intercommunication, as will best promote the interest and advance the prosperity of 
the whole community. Our relative position to the neighboring and adjoining States, 
discloses the interesting fact, that the works which would be most valuable to our- 
selves, even if made without reference to them, will bring to our markets large 
quantities of their rich and valuable productions. 

In casting the eye over the map of the State, it will be seen at once, that the great 
improvements of which we stand in need, should be laid between the northern sec- 
tion of the Chattahoochie river and the Alabama, and between the Tennessee river 
below the Muscle Shoals, and the navigable waters of the Tombeckbee, These, 
with such improvements as might be made in the channel of the Coosa river, 
would convey through the heart of the State the produce of the rich country be- 
tween that stream and the Chattahoochie, and of the whole northern section of the 
State, tothe city of Mobile. ‘They would, without doubt, bring ta our markets, from 
our own citizens, a hundred and fifty thousand bales of cotton, which now seek, and 
will be sent to foreign markets, at great risk, labor and expense. 

The advantages which Railroad transportation possesses over all otters, not excep- 
ting that of steamboats, have been so often demonstrated, that it would be needless 
now, to enumerate them. They will be noticed in one or two respects, only, which 
of themselves will render conspicuous and impressive the blessings which this great 
invention is destined to confer on the human family. 

We will assume, that the average quantity of cotton hauled in waggons to places 
where it is shipped on steamboats and other water craft, is one hundred thousand 
bales, and that the average distance it has‘to be carried, by this modë of convey-

The experience of the last year, in the seven counties in the Tennessee Valley, and 
insuch districts in the South; as, inthe early part of the season, are remote from 
Steamboat navigation, will attest the correctness of the following statement, while it 
will constantly remind our citizens of the benefits they would derive from a Railroad 
communication with Mobile. At a period last season, when the Tennessee in the 
North, and other rivers in the South, were too low tor navigation, itis known that 
the price of cotton in Mobile and New Orleans, ranged front 15 to 18 cents per 
pound, Previous to the periodical rise in these streams, which must always occur 
before our planters can ship their produce to market, it fell to 10 cents. The crop 
in the Tennessee Valley amounted last year to about 87,00U balesof 400 pounds 
each, and that in the South similarly situated, in regard to navigation, may be stated at 
40,000 bales of equal weight, making in all 127,008 bales, which were cut off from 
the markets, until cotton fell to the lowest of the above stated prices.

This sum, it is believed, is more than sufficicnt to construct a Railroad, upon the 
most permanent pian, and of the most durable materials, from Courtland, in haw- 
rence county, to Jackson, in Clarke county, the points of connexion which will proba- 
bly be selected, There wouldindecd, be an excess which would go. fur towards 
completing a similar work between the Coosa region and the navigable waters of 
the Alabama. r 

Other advantages might be stated of equal value, with those of cheapness of freight 
and early access to tne markets, but they are excluded by the limits which should 
be prescribed to communications of this kind, In whatever aspect, 2 well matared 
system of Railroads is contemplated, it is fraught with benefits so great, and so essen- 
tal to our agricultural and commercial prosperity, taat it cannot fail, for any consid- 
erable lime, to rouse the energies and stimulate the enterprize of our citizens, to a 
degree of activity, thet will insure ifs ultimate establishment. 

In the construction of the Railroad srom Tusyiurbia to Decatur, a distance of 45 
miles, cur intelligent fellow citizcus, in that qrirter, have set our example, which 
ciaims from cur pubic authorities, the bighest contaendation, and should urge them 
to lend the ald oi whatever means may bè in their power, to the extension to other 
parts of the State, Gia work t9 6 ietessiaily commenced. 

d respecttuiy reconsucnd, taat the formation of Railroad companies be invited, 
DY granting charers ob incerporados, and that stock be teken by the State, to the 
whole amount of tue thice and tw. per cent funds. T'he latter of these cannot, now, 
be expended, by Congicss, upon the objects to which they were originally appro- 
priated, and it will duubtiess be placed at the disposal of the State, to be used with 
the other, inthe construction of such works cf internal improvement, within her 
limits, as the discretion and wisdom of her councils may direct. ‘Fhe three per cent 
fund, by being vested in stock of the State Bank, has been gradualiy and considera- 
bly increased, and when added to the two per cent, forms an amount, that will effect- 
wally aid in the completion of the great works to which your attention has been 
invited. If bestowedupon these or similar improvements, it will benefit the whole 
State, and I beg leave to urge your prompt opposition to all attempts that may be 
made to squander it upon objects that are local in their character and comparatively 
unimportant, 

The citizens of Tennessee, of whose surplus productions, large quantities have 
annually wasted on their hands, have been awakened to the importance of this. de- 
scription of internal improvement, and they are now actively engaged in making sur- 
veys and estimates, and in laying plans for such works, as will break down the bar- 
riers that have heretofore excluded them from the Atlantic markets, They have 
enlisted the co-operation of their distinguished fellow citizen, Gen, Gaines, in engag- 
ing public attention to this great object. He proposes the construction of a Railroad 
from the Tennessee section of the Mississippi river, which will pass through the- 
south western border of the State of Tennessee, and the northern pants of the States. 
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of Alabama and Georgia, to the Railroad now in operation between Hamburg and 
Charleston. Intimately and extensively acquainted with the localities and resources 
of the western country, he has demonstrated, with a conclusiveness which excludes 
ali doubt or uncertainty, the practicability and utility of this stupendous undertaking. 
He has discerned, too, with the eve of ari experienced and a sagacious soldier, the 
advantages which a position on this part of the Mississippi river would have over all 
others, for the establishment of a great national armory, and as a rendezvous in time 
of war for the military forces of the western States; from which, it is shown, that any 
number of troops, with all necessary supplies, might be transported, upon the pro- 
posed Railroad, and such Jateral roads, as the States through which it might pass, 
would establish, with a dispatch that would afford complete protection to our whole 
Southern séa coast.. 

As saon asthe work contemplated by the citizens of Tennessee, shall reach the 
Tuscumbia and Decatur Railroad, the/proposed road from Courtland to the navigable 
waters of the ‘lombeckbce, will convey a large proportion of the cotton and other 
produce in the south western counties of that State, to the markets of Alabama. 

The views of General Gaines, upon this subject, are in my possession, and will be 
cheerfully submitted to the examination of the committees that may be raised to take 
charge of this branch of the public service. 

The State Bank and its Branches, continue tobe managed with the prudence and 
ability which have heretofore controlled their operations, The directory, while they 
have aimed at a proper system of economy, and guarded against the fatal evil of 
excessive issues, have succeeded in accommodating the reasonable demands of all 
parts of the State, ‘he community is supplied, if not with an ample, at least with 
the necessary quantity of sound circulation, enabling eur planters to obtain a fair 
price for their produce, and preventing property of every description from falling 
below its proper value. These were the principal ends of our banking system, 
which has been reared and matured with unusual circumspection, and with the 
enlarged capital of three snillions and a half, now received, but little doubt is 
entertained that they will continue to be successfully accomplished. 

The sale of State stock, by which this sum has been raised, was urged, among 
athers, on the ground, that it would enable the Legislature to provide a fund suffi- 
cient to defray aH the expenses of the government, and to relieve the people entirely 
from the burdens of direct taxation, It was this anticipated benefit that obtained the 
sanction of the community for so large a loan, and recommended to them the expe- 
dicncy of pledging the faith and resources of the State for its redemption. The pro- 
fits of the Banks will be sufficient to realize this result, without detriment tothe pub- 
licinterest, and without subjectiae these institutions to the sHghtest embarrassment. 

Jt is also proper that a fund be provided out of the Bank dividends, that will be 
sufficient to discharge the public debt, at the expiration of thirty years, when it will 
falt due. This will have the effect to enhance the value of our stocks, and to give 
increased confidence to the holders. This fund ought to be held sacred, and should 
néver be appropriated to any other use or purpose whatscever. 

The practicability ofaccomplishing this object, as well as of abolishing the present 
mode of taxation, with its attendant inconveniences and expenses, will be demon- 
strated by the following statement. j

It will be perceived, in the above estimate of banking capitaj, that the profits of 
the lastand present years, which form a part of the capital are not included; nor 
have the future profits been computed, of the fund to be provided for the ultimate 
payment of the bonds. : i ; 

From this view, it would seem, that the taxes might be abolished at once and im- 
mediately, with perfect safety; but asthe proposed plan is to effect a radical change 
inthe revenue system, and in order to guard against any possible derangement, it 
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might introduce, it would be advisable to make the reduction gradual for four years, 
after which period, the revenue should be supplied entirely from the profits of the 
Banks. 

While this measure is fraught with great and extensive benefits to the peoples it 
furnishes an additional argument in favor of onr system of banking, and displays in a 
strong light the preference which it justly claims over private institutions. 

Applications will probably be made from different sections of the country to in. 
crease our banking capital, founded on a supposed scarcity of the circulating nredium, 
Asevidence of deficient circulation, complaints wili be made, that money cannot he 
had on the best paper. These complaints do not form a criterion to be relied an, 
and though made in the utmost sincerity and with perfect truth, should generally be 
distrusted, as proof of scarcity. ‘They are, on the contrary, usually the evidence, and 
invariably the offspring of redundant currency. If more money is thrown into circu- 
lation than is wanted, the whole history of banking proves, that it is sure to engender 
an inordinate thirst for speculation, to plunge the country into extravagance, and 
often to involve it in bankraptcy. It is the imaginary wants produced by this state 
of things, and not any real deficiency in the circulation, that commonly give rise to 
demands for more money, and to complaints of its scarcity. 

If, in a country, the productions of labor command a reasonable price, if property 
can be sold at what it is really worth, and if the exchanges can be effected without 
inconvenience, it may be concluded with certainty, that there is no necessity ton 
increasing theqnantity of circulation, All these tests are believed to exist in Ala- 
bama, and they show that a just proportion has been established between the money 
and the annual produce of the country, which would be almost certamly destroyed 
by any improvident addition to aur banking capital.

Mr Chapman presented the report of the commissioners appointed by the 
Governor to examine into the condition of the Branch of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, located at Decatur, which is as follows:

hat on Wednesday, the 29th of October last, they procecded to the Banking house of said Branch Bank, and 
commenced their examination by inspecting the Journals of the Directory. Beliering it to be of primary impor- 
lance in the discharge of their duties, to ascertain whether any violation of the Charter ef the Bank had taken 
place, they first turned their attention to the proceedings of the Directors. After a careful comparison of their 
acts with the gythority granted by the Charter, the Commissioners were unable to detect the slightest violation 
ofits provisions. ‘The Direetors have paid due regard to all the restrictions impesed upon them by the Legisla- 
ture; and have exhibited in all their proceedings, as far asthe Commissioners could ascertain, the prudence and 
caution which would naturally resultfrom a proper sense of their highly important and responsible situation. 

Tr granting accommodations, the Commissioners believe that the Directors have regarded alike the interests of 
the State and the community, and have made as equal a distribution of the funds of the Bank asa due regard to 
their responsihiligies would allow. Itis very evident, however, that the Directors cannot adopt any certain rule 
hy which they equld attain exact equality in the distribution ofthe funds ofthe institution, either among the ap- 
Plicants fur Bank accommodations, or with reference to the general population of the Tennessee Valley. For it, 
no doubt, frequently oceurs, that notes or bills which are frequently good, are rejected by the Board of Directors 
in consequence of their want of information as to thesolvency of the parties; and that others are discounted for 
persons well known to the Board, but who reside in counties that have received more than a due proportien ofac- 
tommodation. In addition to these sources of inequality, it may he observed, that the situation of the Bank some- 
. times requires that its issues should be limited; an it has happened, that occasions for the exercise of prudence 

in this respect have occurred at times when applications were made from counties that had vot before been pro- 
partionably accommodated, and that thesé applications have, in some instances, been withdrawn before the situ- 
ition of the Bank would authorize the Board, by afree issue, to extend general accommodation. The Commis- 
sioners, fully convinced that a sound discretion has been exercised upon this subject by the Directors, beg leave to 
refer to the statement of the Discount, Clerk [Document marked A.] which will show the amount of notes dis- 
comnted and bills purchased, with the counties from which they were offered, since theestablishment of the Bank. 

For a statement of the general condition of the Bank and its true situation up to the 4th inst: the Commission- 
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ers refer the Legislature to Document marked B, apres to this report, They will remark that this document was 
aade the basis of their eyåmination, and that each item was tested and found correct. By ths it will appeaf, that 
the profits of the Bank, from the tiime ofits organization up to the period above mentioned, amount to 34, 
028 22, inclusive ofsuch debts as are considered doubtful. The amount of debts considered doubtful, it will be 
observed, is set down at $4,587 50. Although this is the must unfavorable time of the yerr to ascertaid what 
debts are in danger of heing Jost (as they are generally payable at the close of the year according to the regulu- 
tions of the Bank) the Commissioners entertain the strongest confidence, from theirown knowledge and the best 
information they could obtgin, that the debts ofthe Bank are remarkable secure. ‘They believe that, ofthe small 
amount above mentioned as doubtful, the greater part, ifnot the whole, will be ultimately colleeteds and they are 
not prepared to say of a'single debt due to the Bank, that it is beyoad ali probability af being realized. 

"The Commissioners thought proper in the discharge of their duty, to ascertain the amount of blank impressions 
of notes received by the Bank since the commencement of its operations, The result oftheir inquiries npon this 
subject will be fuand in the following statement, which they believe to be eoyrect

Yhe act ot the Legislature specifying the duties of Commissioners appointed to examine the banks of the State, 
requires that they shall ascertain whether the Directors have been guilty of impropriety of conduct, by tow great 
an emission of money. Upon examination, they are sutisfied that at no time has the emission of paper been be- 
yond the certain means, possessed by the bank, of redemption im specie. And the advantageous arrangemenss 
which have been made by the board of Directors, with othes banks within the seope of the cirenlation of its pa- 
per, to receive it on terms agreed upon, Leye given ita credit and a general circulatien at least equal to the ex- 
pectations of its most sanguine friends. By these arrangements, the Institution has been rendered more stable 
and secure, while its profits have heen greatly enlarged. Ner can they omit the observation, that the authority 
granted by the last legislature to iseuc post notes, has greatly facilitated the operations and.added tw the safety 
of the bank. Since the passage of that law, the calls for specie, which had previously been very frequent aud 
onerous to the offiecrs of the Institution, have almost entirely ceased. The Commissioners thoroughly convinced 
of the practical benefits which have reguited from the aathwrity to issue post notes, are inclined to consider as 
questionable policy, the restriction Imposed by the legislature upon the bank, of not excecding in its issue of 
that kind of paper, ene fourth of its amount in circulation. . . 

In the course of their examination, the commissioners were forcibly struck with the great disparity between 
the amount of accommodation asked for, and the actual amount of accommodation which the Directors bave 
deemed it pudent to grant, By reference to the statement of the Discount Clerk, before referred to, it wilk be 
seen that the amount of notes offered, is almost double that of notes discounted. With regard to bills of ex- 
change, no record was kept by the bank of such as were refitsed, prior to the 23d day of July, 1334. From that 
date to the 1st of November, 1834, it wilbbe seen that the amount offered gieatly exceeds rhe amount pirchuseds 
and it will not escape observation, that the record of rejected bills was commenced at a nme subsequent to the 


greatest usual demand for that kind of accommodation, It is well known also ju this partof the State. that our ~ 


citizens obtain from Tennessee an amount of borrowed capital, almost if net quite equal, to the amsant thrown 
in circulation ‘by the Decatur bank, Making the most liberal deductions for such paper, as may be offered by 
. the improvident and the dishonest, 7tseems almost impossible to resist the conclusion from the faets here stated, 
that an jncrease of banking capital is urgently required by the commercial interests of this seetion of the State, 

Among other datics of the commissioners, they are required to report whether any officer of the bank has heen 
«gnilty of fraud or gross impropricty.” In discharge of this part of their duty, it affords them. piae ty state, 
that nor one officer of the institution has lowered in the least the elevated character which he bore inte it, and 
that they are all entitled to the public confidence, They have afforded every facility in thcir power to the com- 
missioners, in the whole progress of the examination; and the records of the progecdings of the bank sufficiently 
testify to their clerical skill and accuracy. ‘I he daily labors of these offieers, their heavy and harrassing respon- 


sibilities, the necessity that exists for their efforts, not in banking hours only, but even to the exclusion at’ ordi- 
nary reereation, and social enjoyment to a considerable extent, haye induce d the commissioners, resprecfully, 
but sincercly, to suggest that their compensation is not commensurate w ith the services which they render. This 
they consider particularly trne with regard to the Teller of the bank, whose salary is only 1200 dollars per an= 
num, and who is responsible for mistakes, that in his situatien, neither diligence nor honesty can prevent. AIL

books and papers, which they deemed relevant to the full and minute investigation ofthe affairs 
of that institution, they offer the accompanying statements, as the result of their inspection, to wit: 

Statement marked A., exhibits the condition of the Bank up to the Ist of October, 1834. State- 
ment marked B., exhibits a list of officers employed by the Bank at an annual salary ; among 
those officers, it willbe observed that there are some not recognised by law, also the salaries of 
the Book-keeper and Runner have been increased, contrary to the sum allowed bylaw. The 
motives which have; induced the President and Directors to transcend their power, will no 
doubt be explained in their annual report. Statement matked C., exhibits the several responsi- 
bilities of the President and Directors, as payers. indorsers and discounters. The undersigned 
have been careful to see that there were no double charges inserted in this statement, and that 
the amounts were taken from the books in the presence of the Cashier, wuoadmitted them tebe 
correct, Statement D., exhibits a list of the Counties, and the amount received by each from the 
Bank. It is not inthe power of the undersigned to say with any certainty, as to the responsibil- 
ities attached to the papers so discounted for these Counties; having confined themselves to facts, 
they have refrained from indulging in any remarks on the course of policy pursued by the Board 
in their discounts, or to the management of the institution, They leave this, as well as all other 
matters, to the wisdom and foresight of the Legislature.

date of the apportionment Jaw of the last session, the said James Abercrombie, resided in any 
part of the district from which he was returned as a member of the Senate, under the election 
held in Angust, 1833—and in what district or county his residenee was embraced on the tst Mon- 
day in August last—and that said committee be requested, iftheir convenience will permit, tore-

‘Phat they have given the questions involved, that consideration which their importance de- 
mand. They have endeavored to act on the subject. ealmly and deliberately, without permitting 
nay thing of a partisan or persanzt character to induence the.decision which their duty as rapre- 
sentafives ofthe people, acting under the solempity of an oath, soimperiousiy demanded. ‘Phey 
must be permitted to remark ihat the snbject-has ant heen found free from difficulty 3 and that it 
nyalves questions, new and unsettled hy any precedent, siste the organization of our State Govs 
ernment. The tuge allowed for the investigation, (Ney consider entirely inadequate to the char- 
acter of the inqniry necessary to a proper iavestigation of the suljett. ` 

In relation fo thelimits ofthe Senatorial district embracing fone county of Monlgemery. when 
the election for Senator teok place in 1853, we fing that the Moticemery district. was ertginally 
composed of the county of Montgomery. Subsequently, a portion cf that county, with some ter- 
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¥itoxy from the other enuntics, was erected into fhe county of Lowndes, In 1828-9 the Legidae 
ture passed a law, extending the laws of the State over that portion of it then occupied by the 
Creek uation ofIndians. All the territory included in the county of Macon, by the said law, wag 
altached to and formed a part of the county of Montgomery. “We are informed and believe, that 
in 1832, the citizens of Macon county voted in the county of Montgomery at the regular elections 
ofthat year. At the session of the Legislature in 1892-3; nn‘electicn precinct was established at 
the house of Thomas ‘Woodward, in the coynty of Macon; and sve are informed that in 1833, a poll 
was opened at that precinct, and the peopleof Macon county voted with the county of Montgom- 
ery. We are also informed and believe, that James Abererambie removed from Montgomery to 
Macon county, before the-passage of the apportionment law of 1834; and that no pall was opened 
at the elections of this year, in the counties of Tallapoosa and Macon for Senators We are also 
informed, that the people of those counties paid taxes mthe yenar 1833. © ! - 
-_ The question presentsitself at the threshold; did the Legislature do violence to the Constitu- 
_ tion in passing the law of 1828-9, extending the laws ofthe State over the Indian country, and at- 
taching its territory fo the contiguous country? We believe the neyvative of this proposition can 
.be sustained upon constitutional ground, and that a contrary decision woulddo violence to the 
-fundamental principles of republican government. by a reference to the constitution, art. 3, see. 
5, you will find the following provision in relation to the right of suffrage: “Every white male 
person of the age of twenty-one, or upwards, who stall: be a citizen of the United States, and 
` shall have resided in this State-one year next preceding an election, and the last three months 
in the county, city or'tawn, in which he offers to vote, shall be deemed a qualified elector.” This 
provision is not equivocal, it speaks for itself; and under it, every citizen with the qualification 
therein specified, is entitled’ to his right of suffrage. Then if this be true, where cou ld the yeo- 
ple ofthe new counties exercise this inv: luable privilege 7 Surely in. the old counties to which 
they were attached, until the establishment of election precincts in their own counties; and by 
the eonstitutich, they are entitled tovote withthe old counties, antil by numbers, and under a 
` new apportionment law, they are entitled to separate representation. By a reference to art, 6, 
sec. 17, it willbe seen, that in all cases of ceded territory acquired by the State, the general as- 
sembly may make such arrangements and designations of the boundaries of counties within suck 
ceded territory, us they may deem expedient.” This was done by an act of the Legistature, ap- 
proved December 18th. 1832. At the same session an election precinct was established in Macon 
county, and its civil organization took place. ne : ` 
-- Mr Abercrombie claims his seat on this floor on the ground that he now resides, and did sopre- 
vious to the passage ef the apportionment Jaw of 1934, m a portion of the Greek country attach- 
ed to Montgomery couuty; and unless that law is unconstitutional, he ws clearly entitled to it. 
in addition tothe views above presented to show the canstitutinnality of the law of 1620; we 
believe the Legislature have recognised its constitutionality in several instances, since its pass 
sage. We will mention one ortwo. The Senator whorepresentedthe district composed of the 
counties of Blonnt and St, Clair, it is well known, after the passage of the law of 1829, removed 
into thit part of the Creek nation annexed to the county of St. Clair, and afterwards occupied his 
seat bn this floor, when that fact was known ta the Senate; no objection was made to this — 
Again: ifthe construction in regard to the constitutionality put upon this law by the majority of 
the committee becarried, by what authority does the Senator from Blount, now océupy a seat 
here, when it is known he resides in that portion of the Cherokee nation attached to Blount coun- 
ty. Ifthe Senate decide the law to be unconstitutional, they virtually decide that he is not en- 
fitled to a seat. ; 
_ Théminority believe that all the departments of the government having repeatedly, directly 
and by implication, recognised the laws extending the jurisdiction of the State over the Indian 
a and annexing its territory to the different counties, it is too late now to disturb the 
question. 2 P ; 
* If this view of the question be correet, and the fact being admitted that Mr Ahererombie resided 
before the apportionment of 1834, and still resides in a part of Montgomery county, as enlarged 
by the act of 1829; that bhe was ‘elected by the people of Montgomery county, so emarged, lor 
the term ofthree years from the first Monday in August, 1333; we believe him entifled to a seat 
froth that district embracing bis residence before and since the passage of the apportionment law 
of 1834; and composed of the counties of Macon, Tallapoosa and Pike; and offer for the conside- 
ration of the Senate, the follawing resdlution: F 
Resolved, That James Abercrombie is entitled to his seat as a Senator from the Senatorial 
district cómposed of the counties of Macon, Tallapoosa and Pike, for two years, the unexpired 
time for which he was elected.

Mr Chapman, from the committee on privileges and elections, to whom 
was referred the memorial cf James Abererombic. praying ghat he may be 
admitted to a seatin the Senate, by virtuc of his.clection in August 1833, 
made the following report : 

The Committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom was referred the Memorig! 
of James ABERCROMBIE, asserting his right toa seat in the Senate, have had the’ 
same under consideration, and have instructed me REPORT, ee 

That, entertaining a just sense of the importance of the question submitted to them, 
they have bestowed upon it a patient and laborious consideration, Disesting them- 
Selves of all political partialities and prejudices, they have endeavored to reach 4 
conclusion whign may be gustaiped Epon principles œ constitpuonal law, after the 
excitement of.jhe present perica shall have passed away, Apd they must be per. 
mitted to remark, that they do not rely alone upon this ‘disclaimer of undue bias, in 
the discharge of their duty. “They rely, confidently, upon the correctness and sta 
bility of the conclusion itself, at which they have arrived—a conelnsion not tobe 
shaken, as they believe, either by sophistry or sound argument, as long as the trye 
principles of the constitution and of our free institutions are acknowledged and ap- 
plied. The Committee have not permitted themselves to regard this as a qués- 
tion of policy, or expediency, but of naked rigt; and in that character, tobe de; 
termined solely as other questions of right are, by the fasts of which it consists, and 
the principles applicable to them. In this judicial character they have songbt tq 
elevate themselves toa level with the station they occupy, and so far as they are 
concerned, to decide it under a sofemn sense of the high responsibilities thus, impas- 
ed upon them. : : 

The Committee are pot disposed to eplarge upon the importance of this ques- 
tion, It isevident, however, that every violation of constitutional rights is friught 
with danger to the very existence of the Government, and that without the ut- 
most vigilance on the part 9f those whoare appointed touphold them and to maintain 
unimpaired, the constitution ọn which they are founded, the respect and. veneration 
which are now generally eyiertained for them, will be djminished, and eventually 
Tost. 

Impressed with these eonvictions the committee eptered upon the discharge of 
their duty, ané row without fear of successful opposition, based upon sound argu- 
ment, present the facts and reasonings, upon which their opinion has been formed:

Ast. That James Abercrombie, the memorialist, now resides in the cqunty of Ma- 
con.

. if he could hive been tegally sind’ constitutionally elected to the Senate, from the’ 
senatorial district composed of the countic ® of Montgomery and Lowndes, and that 
part of the Creek territory attached to Montgomery county, ost of which the 
county of Maicon was subse quently formed; at the general elettion’ in Angust, 


1833, though living where he new lives, the question is settled and his right toa ° 


seat clear and indisputable. That he miglit have been so elected will appear from 
this view of the subject. The act of 1829 attached the Territory in which he now 
resides to the county of Montgomery, and made it, to all intentsand purposes, a paèt” 
of that county. The whole Territory, as well as that which was attached, as that‘ 
wing within the original limits cf the county of Montgomery, was nothing more noi 
fess, in contemplation of law, than Montgomery county.. A person-residing in the 


part aflecked was subject to all the liabilities, and entitled to all the privileges of 


any other citizen of any other part of Montgomery county; and hence it. is clear, 
that had the memo- rialist before the general election in August, 1833, resided where 


he now resides; there could have been no legal or constitutional objection to his be- ` 


ing elected to the Senate for that district; unless, indeed, the act of 1829, by which 
that territory wis attached to the county of Montgomery was unconstitutional, If 
this point were fairly open for investigation, its truth could be maintained, it is be- 
fievad, by arguments that would address themselves with great forcc, to the enlight- 
ened judgment of the Senate; but by our system thedecision of questions of constitu- 
tional law, is confided to another department of the Government, by which, in its~ 
highest tribunal, as well as by both branches of the Legislature, this question has~ 
heen settled; abd policy, no less than a proper respect for those who have gone be- 
fore us, and for the highest judicial tribunal of the State, require that it sitould! 
not be disturbed. [his decision is a part of the Jaw of the land, The,mem- 
orialist then may be regarded forthe purpose of this investigation, as residing all 
the while within the limits of Montgomery county, Tad he done so, could any ac- 
tion of the Legis} ture deprive him of his right toa seat in the Seuate, consequent 
upon his election? That it couid noty may be clearly perceived by supposing thnt 
he now resides in the county of AWuatgomery as originazly established—(and if the 
attaching act were constitutional, it must be so considered) and the Legislature had 
detached the pact of AZontgomery in which he lived, and made it to compose a part 
of the county of Macon, Jn that casé if he had not removed. his right to a seat would 
be perfectly undeniable; and having removed before the passage of the apportion- 
ment law, the case is the same as if he had not removed at all. j ! 
The memorialist was elccted to the Senate in August, 7833, from thé’senatorial_ 
district composed of the counties of Montgomery and: Bowndes, and that part of 
the Creek Territory out of which the county of AZacon Had' been formed; and it is 
hot material to this investigation whether the citizens of Macoy county: voted at that 
lection or not. AZacon being a new county, the constitution assigifs‘to it its proper

The view of the subject which has been taken, does not, in the opinion`of thè 
committec, interfere with that clause inthe constitution, in regard to the apportion- 
ment of representation, which declares “that such apportionment when made, shall

Passage of the law, and would be entitled to serve his unexptred term, for that Dis- 
trict, Every other District would be a new one for which Senators would have 
to be elected, subject to the classificrtion required by the constitution. ‘The mémori-

tionably have been the Senator fron Lowndes, and Montgomery would have been the 
new senatorial District. If he Ka hat resided there at the period of his election, 
but had removed into that county before the passage of the law, he would, as un. 
guestionably, have been the Senator from Lowndes—and, in that character, wani 
have been legally and constitutionally entitled ta serve oùt the remainder of the ter 
for'which he was etécted. And in the opińion of jthis committee, the authority

Whenever 
is uece-aary tu sell real estate for the purpose of paving the debis of uuy testator or intestate, or 
more fairly aod equally distributing if amongst his heirs, suthcient provision is already made by 
law for that purpose, by an application of the executor or administrator, by petition to the or- 
phan’s court of the county in which letters or of administration, or testamentary have been 
granted. This rode is greatly preferable to an application to the legislature, for by it, the heirs 
who are interested, and whose rights are conerned, are required to have ample notice. If un- 
der age, gaardians are requircd to be appointed, whose particular duty it is made to protect the 
tights aud interests of their wards. /#¥hen a sale is prayed, fur the purpose of distribution, the 
court has to be satisfied, that the estate cannot be fairly, equally and beneficially divided 
amongst the heirs, to whom it belongs, without a sale of the same; and if for the payment of 
deots, the court has also to be satisfied, that such sale is necessary: after all which, when a sale 
ts awarded in such manner as wil best secure the interests of the parties, the executor or ad- 
ministrator has to give additional security, before he can get the procceds of the same into his 
hands. In extraordinary cases, and under peculiar circumstances, when the jurisdiction of the 
orphan’s court might be fuund defective, an application to a court of chancery, where powers of 
relief are very comprehensive, might be resorted to; and as infants are always the favorites of 
these courts, they would carefully provide the proper means fur their protection, and permit 
notbing to be done to their detriment or prejudice Besides, these objections growing out of 
tousiderations of prudence and expediency, the committee are disposed to believe, that the ge- 
neralassembly have uo power to pass acts, to divest the rights of intants, who are incapable of 
te any assent to sucha course. Inall which, they respectfully askthe concurrence of the

was received from the President of the Bank of the State of Alabama: 
BANK OF THE STATE OF ALABAMA, 
Tuscaloosa, December 30th, 1834. 

To the Hon. President of the Senate: 

Nir—In answer to a resolution of the Senate, requiring the President of this 
Bank “to lay before the Senate, a statement of the amount that eacb Director owes on notes; and 
also, to state, whether the Directors pay the same curtailments at the end of every ninety days, 
that is, by the rules of the Board, required ofothers. Also what amount has been discounted to 
each Director on Bills of Exchange during the present year; and what amount is now running to 
maturity; when payable and by whom; and what amount will the Board have to discount on 
notes, between the first and fifteenth of January next, to the people at large; and what- are the 
reasons that governed the Board, in refusing to discount generally, to the different counties, and 
whether there has been any resolution of the Board on this subject, and if so furnish a copy of 
said resolutian, and the yeas and nayson the same ;” a copy of which has been received and sub- 
mitted to the Board of Directors for their consideraiion, and they have instructed me to reply, 
and communicate the information desired intbe resolution, so far as it relates to the general poli- 
cy and management ofthe institution. But in relation to the amount which the Directors, indl- 
vidually, are indebted, although they have no wish to conceal their private transactions and deal- 
ings with the Bank; yet it is believed that the resolution calls for information, which the Presid- 
ent and Directors are, by law, not at liberty to make public; and so long as a law exists for their 
government on this subject, they feel a solemn obligation to observe its provisions, not only in 
regard other dealers with the Bank, but also in regard to themselves. 

By reference to the 12th section ofthe charter of the Bank, it will be seen. that the President 
and Directors are required to report certain information to the General Assembly, during the first 
week of every session, which statement is subject to the examination of the joint committee of 
both Houses, appointed for that purpose, with full powers to send for persons and papers. The 
same section makes it the duty ofthe Comptroller to inspect the general accounts in the books 
ofthe Bnak, as often as he may please; and it is declared to be his duty, faithfully, te report all 
and every violation of the fundamental rules of this corporation, to thelegislature: Providedhow- 
ever, that nothing in this clause shall imply a right of inspecting the account of any private indi- 
vidual, or individuals, or any body polstic, or corporate 

Inthe 16th section of the charter, it is made the duty of the Bank to furnish monthly statements 
to the Comptroller; and the right is given to that officer, under the injunction of secrecy, to in- 
spect all the accounts and books ofthe Bank. Itis also made his duty to report to the legislature 
and if in his opinion it be necessary, to apply to the House for a select committee, who shall, under 
a like injunction of secrecy, take into cuosideration any matters relating to the Bank submitted 
to them by the Comptroller, and report at their discretion. 

The 31st and 32d sections of the charter provide, that it shall be the duty of the Senate and 
House of Representatives at every session. cach and separately, to elect a joint committee of three 
members from each House, who shall, under the injunction of secrecy, be invested with full pow- 
ers to make a thorough examination ef ali the books and papers, of what nature or kind soever 
they may be, belonging to the said Bank, &c. &c.; and after enumerating many otber duties, 
it 1s provided, that the said commnttee shall report to the General Assembly, each and every 
case, if any there be, ofa violation ofthe Charter; of mismanagement of the concerts of the Bank, 
or of fraud, or imposition practiced by borrowers or others on the Directors or officers of the In- 
stiution. Said committee may, attheir discretion, send for persons aud papers, and compel the 
attendance of witnesses; Provided however, that nothing herein contained shall imply the right 
of said committee to report to the General Assembly the situation of any private debtor or cre- 
ditor unless their sitaation or names are palpably connected with some imputed violation of the 
charter, mismanagement in the concerns ofthe Bank, or of some fraud or imposition practie 
on the Directors or officers of the institution. 

The above quotations from the charter were deemed necessary, in order that the members of 
the legislature may have the whole subject at once before them; from which it will be seen, as 
is confidently believed, that the only legal mode, by which the information sought for in the re- 
solution, cun be obtained, ts through the joint committee. 1t was and is yet expected, that the 
joint committee will, minutely investigate the private accounts of individuals ın Bank, generally, 
and ofthe individuals composing the Board of Directors particularly. 

The Directors do not pay a curtailment at the end ofevery ninety days on their notes. (They 
do however pay discount in advence every ninety days) and with this exception their notes run to 
maturity, and are paid under the same rules as the notes of other dealers. 

In relation to the amount which may be discounted on notes, from the first to the fifteenth of 
January, it is dependent on sucha variety of circumstances, over some of which, this Board have 
no control, that it is impossible at this time to say, with thatsort of mathematical certainty which 
would make a satisfactory answer. í , f 

Asregardsthe reasons which governed the Board in distribeting the discounts daring the pre- 
sent year, they may have been‘varions in different cases, or perhaps, with different individuals of 
the Board; but those, which were mainly alledged, were, that the legislature had divided the 
Banking capital, and located Banks in different sections of the State, each institution for the local 
convenience ofthe citizens of the SCURGE counties,and that by confining the operations ofeach 
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Bank to its immediate neighborhood, (sufficiently extended however to embrace a number of 
citizens equal in proportion to the amount of eapital)—that the true situation and solvency of the 
customers of the different Banks would be more perfectly known to the diferent Boards of Di- 
rectors. 


On the 29th of January last, (the Board of Directors being then in session)—Mr Medlock offered 
the following resolation. 


Resolved, That hereafter, af notes offered for discount at this Bank from any county, lyin 
near any of the Branch Banks thereof. shall be placed upon the same footing and receive the 
same course of action, as notes offered from counties, contiguous to this Bank. i 

And the yeas and nays being demanded on its adoption. those who voted iu the affirmative. were 
the President, and Messrs Aadrews, Cook, Ewing, Medlock, Owen and Simonton—7.

In closing this communication, l beg leave to apnend the copy of a resolution of this Board 
which was this day unanimously adopted, to wit: :

- The joint examining committee appointed by each branch of the Legislature to ex. 

amine into and report the state and condition of the Bank of the State of' Alabama, 
have attended to the duties assigned them, and beg‘leave to report, that, in addition 
to the former duties of this committee, there have been added by recent-actg of the 
Legislature, the duty of ascertaining the solvency of the debtors of the several Branch 
Banks, and the custom which has prevailed at the present Session, cf making calls 
through this committee for information, has left the committee no time toghe the 
Bank that close and critical examination that would be necessary to establish beyond 
doubt, the correctness of each account in the books of this institution; your committee, 
however, have tested the correctness of statement marked (A) here with annexed by 
an examinatien of the kdger, and the balances as footed tocach account; to give this 
Bank a thorough and critical examination would require at least from one to two 
months of clese application; consequently, it can never be expected of a committee 
of the Legislature during a session, unless the committee would abandon their duties 
in the House; as this cannot be expected, your commitice must subarit to the course 
heretofore pursued; although vour commattce is not satisfied with this kipd of an ex- 
amination, they are convinced itis the only cne within cut reach, and must suffice fer 
the present. Statement marked (PB) isan exhibit of bad and doubtful debts; this 
does not include the frauds of Mosh y Baker, ner does it include many small sums 
now in suit, which hase been pronounced by the respective representatives, as per 
fectly good; among tis class of debts, the committee have been surprised to find 
large sums due for tv o or more years, by indiduals of the fitst standing in thè State, 
all able and eanable of paying four times the amount; upon inquiry why those debts, 
have not been paid, we are informed, that in some instances the executions had been 
given up by the sheriffs to the defendants, whe return them tothe Bank with’ dn ass 
rance that the parties wend visit Tuscaloosa in a short time and pay off the debt, in 
other instances the sheriffs have returned the executions through the mai! withont ep 
dorsement, in a blank envelope. ; , 

The necessity of occasicnally empleying an agent to visit the several coyntiesia 
collect from the sheriffs the monies in thar hands, hasbeen apparent and often prac 
tised on the board; in many instances the board have appointed agents wilh litte 
or no qualifications, except honesty and industry; as the board have allowed thos 
agents four dollars per day and their expenses, it is believed that a competent persan 
one acquainted with law and the forms of ruling sherdfs, could be procured for the 
sum heretofore allowed. “The committee would recommerd to the board, that when 
ever the number of executions would justify the expense, they should be sent bya 
special agent, and placed in the hands of the shemffs, and if the money is not made in 
due time, then to enforce the law on the delinguent sheriff. By pursuing this course, 
it is believed, the outstanding debts would be greatly diminished.

The undersigned, composing the minority ot the committee on privileges and eleg- 
tions, to whom was referred the memorial of James Abercrombie, claiming 
and asserting a right to a seat in the Senate, differjug with the majority cf the com- 
mittee, by whose direction a report has oces prepared and presented to the Senate; 
and dissenting from the principles, arguments and conclusion in said report 5 res 
pectfully ask Ieave to present the grounds cf their difference and disscnt, and the 
views they entertain of the novel and interesting subject submitted to their consideras 
tion. 

The undersigned, having been freely chosen by the virtuous and patriotic people 


curnment, 


‘of their respective districts, to 1¢present them in the Senate, and feeling no conscious - 


ness of being governed in the opinions they have formed and entertan of the right of 
the memorialist toa séatjn the Senate, by party or political pattialities or preji- 
dices ;” they do not feel called upon to make any disclaimer of being influenced by 
considcrations, which would be equally unworthy of themselves and the stations they 
occupy. It will be time enough to vindicate themselves, when their motives and 
conduct shall be assailed in such a way as will deserve to be neticed, - They cannot 
hope to escape the petty and hackneyed aspersions of disappointed malignity ; ex- 
Pperience,and the angry and heated tene of political controversy, now prevailing, forbid 
them todo so. But if they cannot escape, they trust they have philcsophy enough 
to disregard and despise all such imputations, come from what quarter they may, 

—and too much self respect to permit themsclves to be swerved iu the discharge of their 
duty by any puerile apprehensions they might engender, 

Seeing bow vain and unstable are all human efforts, and making no pretension to 
intellectual superiority, it would be presumptuous in them to suppose they could 
place the conclusion “at which they have arrived,” upon a basis so firm and solid as 
to forbid the assaults of all the artswhich “sophistry” can invent, and all the force 
that “sound argument” can command, during what, they most fervently hope, willbe 
the perpetual existence of our present wise ani Happy institutions, and the exalted 
principles by which they are sustained, Guided by the lights furnished by the con 
stitution and the lawsin the investigation which they have made, tlrey have endeavor- 
ed to satisfy their own miuds; whether they will be equally as successful in satisfy- 
ing the minds of others, is to them a matter of secondary importance. 

The undersigned had not supposed that there were any, so ignorant or misled asto 
regard the question committed to theirexamination, as one of mere ‘policy or expe- 
diency”’ and to be settled by the loose dictates of discretion. They fully ackowledge 
the question to be one not only of ** naked right,” but of ‘constitutional and legal 
right, ta be determined by the principles which the laws and the constitution furnish, 
when applied to the facts of the case; and to the majority of the committee they 
cheerfnlly concede all the advantage which this just and correct view of the subject 
can possibly afford, 

As no one in this country has been found so bold and reckless as to deny the necessity of 
sacredly regarding the provisions of the constitution, and the high and important 
rights which it confers, it must be considered as rather a useless and unnecessary task 
to prove and establish this necessity, cither by argument or declamation, Men, who 
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he reaped and enjoyed the rich fruits of constitutional government, who have pars 
partaken of the liberty, equality, security and happiness which it affords to all who 
ive under its shield and protection, need nothing else to convince or persuade them 
appreciate its bencfits, or venerate its character, The humah heart is not more 
deeply imbeded in the bosom, than fs the love, admiration and respect of every Amer- 
ican for the government of his choice. None could deprecate, more than the under- 
igned, the happenjng of any event, that would have a tendency to diminish in the 
dightest degree, the high regard felt by the American people for the wise and bene- 
fcent institutions under which they live; and they will continué, as they have here- 
iofore done, in relation to the question now before them,-to exert themrelves to pre- 
sent acatastrophe, that might be productive of such a deplorable consequence. 

"asing from these general remarks and reflections, demanded and justified by the 
secasion, the undersigned will now direct their attention more particutarly tu the in- 
iestigation of the merits ofthe subject submitted to their consideration—the impor- 
woe of which thev readily and frankly acknowicdee, 

The raemorial of Mr Aberercemble asserts that ke was duly elected a Senator for 
Montgomery county on the first Monday of August 1833, and the reportof the major- 
ity of he committee says “that the memorialist was legally and constitutionally elec- 
ted to the Senate in August 1833, has not been, as it could not be, successfully contro- 
vred.” The undersigned are bound to confess that the election of Mr Abercrom- 
bie, has not been successfully controverted ; whether it could have been, however, 
iga question in relaticn to which they are not prepared to make the same full admis- 
sin, as they were to a considerable extent, denied by the majority of the committee, 
the use of the ouly appropriate means by which its constitutionality and legality could 
have been tested—the privilege of sending fer and cxamining witnesses concerning 
the manner jn which the election had been conducted, and of ascertaining in this Je- 
otimate and cerrect mode whether the requirements of the constitution and the laws 
has been eommplied with, One ofthe undersizned, as the minutes of the committee 
slow, offeret the icllowing resolution: ‘ Resolved, That subpcenas issue for the 
werds of Macon and Tallapoosa counties, and for William Gregory former Sheriff 
Montgomery county, to appcar before this committee and give evidence touching 
and concerning the memorial of James Abercrombie, now before this.committee. ”— 
And at the time he offered it, stated that his object was, by an examination of the 
pass mentioned in the resoiution to ascertain whether the election held in August 
133 for a Senator for the district of Montgomery, at which Mr Abercrombie was 
elected, had been legally concucted, more particularily in the county of Macon, which 
hes erroneously been said to have formed a part of caid Senatorial district at the time 
iisaid election, ‘This resointion was promptly negatived by a majority of the com- 
mittee, the undersigned only voting for it, and the propositson it contains, so reasona- 
ble and so ncerssary to a correct cxamination of the election, rejected. The resolu- 
tion was offered under a well grounded belief that no election had been, nor could 
have been legally held in the county of Macon in August 1833, there being no‘persons 
in fice there at that time, by whom inspectors coul | have been lawfally appointed 
a qualified, Notwithstanding the refusal of the majority of the committee to permit 
the undersigned to have an opportunity to examine such witnesses as were, from 
their official stations, most likely tobe able to rive full and satisfactory evidence in 
tealation to said election ; they are satisfied, that cnough was shown by Joseph P. 
Clough, a witness introduced in favor of Mr Atercrombie, to prove to ev- 
cry unprejudiced mind, that no election was legally end constitutionally Held in Ma- 
ton county in August 1833. and that Mr Abcrcrombie is claiming to represent a peo- 
ple who never gave him one lawful vote; of the truth of this, from the evidence be- 
ore the commitree, the undersigned entertain no doubt. Of the legality of the elec- 
ten held in Montgomery and Lowndes counties, the undersigned could only judge 
from the presumptive evidence furnished by the certificate of election, and the quali- 
cation of Mr Abercrombie, no other being adduced before the committee. ‘They 
aré not disposed to question the legality of the election in these latter counties; but 
if they had been, the result would have been the same, as they were not permitted to 
have the sheriff of Montgomery county (who was the proper returning officer) sent 
w; by whose evidence any illegality inthe manner of conducting the election might 
lave been made to appear. f 

he Senate will now beable to determine with what propriety, the majority of the 
committee make the bold and confident assertion contained in their report, that the 
election of Mr Abercrombie could not be successfully controverted. 
The undersigned will, in the next place, attempt towhow, that the claim of Mr Ab- 
ercrombie to represent the Macon Senatorial district, is as destitute of constitution- 
al and legal grounds, as they trust they have shewn it tobe of meritorious considera- 


, 
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tions, fo sustain it, - It is true that Mr Abercrombie has, in his memorial, cautions, 
avoided asserting his right to repre cnt this particular district ; and the majority g 
the committee, with equal caution, avoid making such an asscrticn in their report, 
But every person who has heard any portion of the investigation, in relation to My 
Abercrombie’s claim to a scat in the Senate, must be perfectly satisfied, that thisi 
the district he destres to represent, and to which his claim applies; and the Sena 
will not forget, that tnis is the district to which he answered at the commencemen 
of the session, when the Senatorial districts were called over, that the Senator rep. 
resenting each district might answer when his district should be called. Beside 
they have never heard that Mr Abercrombie asserted a right to any other district: 
and they have been assured, that he has repeatedly disclaimed any right to represen 
the Montgomery district, and persuaded another person to offer in that district before 
the last election. 

By the second section of the apportionment act of 1828, ‘‘the county of Montgome. 
ry” was divided of and made to compose ‘one Senatorial district. That county the 
contained the territory within its present limits, with the exception ofa small pr 
tion of Indian territory which was added in i882, and the major part of the count 
ef Lowndes, which was established in 1629. By anact, entitled ‘an act to exten! 
the jurisdiction of the State cf Alabama over the Creek nation,” approved Januar 
the 29th 1829, a portien of the territory belongyng to said nation was attached to the 
county of Montgomery. The passage «f this act and the annexation of territor 
made to it, presents, at ence, the questicns:—First, for what object or purpase i 
was passed; and, secorsiy, by its passage, was the senatorial district of Montgomery 
county, as laid off in 1528, changed?—the discussion of which will involve a considers 
ation of the coustitut‘onal right of tie General Assembly to change er akera sene 
torial district, at other.perieds, than tose cf the regular apportionment of represen 
tatives. 

In the interpretation cf statutes, itis net usual to refer to the ttle, unless other ar! 
safer rules fail; yet when the titles of acts in relation to a particular subject, e 
class of objects, have been perfect, uitam, it may well Le inferred, that whentis 
Legislature usesa dif. rent Gtle in r ference to sech subject or objects as would seen 
applopriately to come uger tue usual aud customary designation, that their intents 
and purpose, inadopti yg the new tle, were different from what ithad generally been 
To apply this tothe qs stion ui cer cuyd ration, it wil be found, upou examinaty, 
that whenever anew county has. at any ta e, been established. the titie of the acti 
which it was done, expressly der'and thatto be its object. Por cxampic, the at 
creating the county of Lowndes, is actided “an act to estallish the county of Lowndes” 
the act creating Monty. mery os ennad ‘an act to establish the county cf Montgomte 
ry”’—and so of all the cther covuties in the State. Again, those acts that hate be 
passed to detach territory fiom one ecuwy and attach itto another, have had au 
form tite, clearly pointi g cut the object of thote act+—as “en act to add a part oftle 
county of Monice to the county df Ba ler,” and the like. When therefore the Legir 
lature declared the act in questien to de, ‘an act te extend the jurisdiction of the Stat 
over the Creck Nation,” they meant so netting else than they had done in the esta} 
lishment of the new countas, or the adding of toritary from one county to ancther, P 
these latter cases no clause or provid on iscecessary t9 extend the jurisdiction of fe 
courts ef the new counties over tie ten tory cut ef which they are formed; or ol tt 

courts of the county ti wich ternt ry isadded, over the territory annexed, In either 
case, the jurisdiction ofthe ccurts,reenectively, is ipso factoextended npon the passagt 
of the act, forall purposes. Hence tas, that the undersigned have come to the cond - 
sicn, that when the Legislature pasel the act extending ‘the jurisdiction over the Crees 
Nation,” they desigued to imita d o ufine its operation to the specific object which ss 
title indicates—notwithstauding the first section provides for the addition of certat 
defined portions of Indian territory to the counties therein named. And that there 
was no intention of grant.ag or giving to the persons residing in the territory, thus a 
nexed, any political rights or privileges whatever, The very fact of its being exc 
sively inhabited by tke Indians, who had never ceded or parted with their right 
occupancy, and who are incapable of possessing or exercising any political rights 
privileges, must, at once, exclude every idea of the sort, 

Jurisdiction, in its ordinary acceptation, is either civil or criminal, and both may be 
constitutionally exercised over persons who do not possess any political sights oram 
munities, This is strictiy true with regard to aliens, Indians, slaves, and to perso" 
emigrating to this State from other States before they have resided here the requis 
length of time to entitle them to the rights of citizens of this State. : 

But fortunately, the undersigned are not driven to the necessity of relying on the 
title of the act extending the jiisdiction of the State, fur the purpose of ascertain 
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iad fixing its true exposition and meaning. By the second arki third sections of the 
act, its object and intention ts made perfectly p:!pable and certain, w ithout borrowing 
any aid from its caption, By the first of these sections, the jurisdiction of the circuit 
courts of the counties, to which any portion of territory was attached, was extended 
over the same; and by the latter section, the jurisdiction of ihe orphans court, and of 
the courts of revenue and roads of said counties was extended, in the like manner, to 
nke effect after the first day of March 1830. È Now.if it wis the intention of the Le- 
gislature to add the indian territory tothe several counties to which it was annexed, 
in the same manner and with the same view, that territory is usuaily'ađded from one 
county to another, why were cither of the foregoing sections inserted in the act? 
Where was the necessity ofthem? And what purpose were they designed te accom- 
lish? As legislators are supposed to donothing in vain, and as it is the duty of those 
who are called upon to expound and enforce statutes, to give effect to every part, 
where it can be done, according to their spirit and intention. ‘hese questidns ad- 
mitof but one sensible or satisfactory answer— which is, that those sections were in- 
tended to define, limit and point out the true and only purpose for which said act was 
passed, to wit: To extend the civil and criminal jurisdiction of the State over the 
India territory, according to the provisions which they contain. Those, who atten- 
tively examine said sections will not fail to observe that neither of them extends the 
common law jurisdiction of the county courts of the counties, to which any of said ter- 
titory was attached, over such territory. <The jurisdiction offthe circuit court, the 
orphans court, and the courts of revenue and roads are, alone extended—no mention 
is made of the county court proper. But if after a consideration of these views a 
doubt should remain abcut the construction of said act, as hereln contended far, that 
doubt must be removed by an examination of the fifth and sixth sections The fourth 
section provides far taking the census of the Indians; the fifth that the person employ- 
edtotake the census, shall be paid out of the State treasury, subject nevertheless, 
to be reimbursed by such new counties as might thereafter be established out of the 
Creek Indian territory; and the sixth that the Indians should be exempted from tax- 
ation and militia duty. Now if the annexation of Indian territory had been intended 
tobe permanent and ‘‘for all purposes,” as has been contended, why were such pro- 
visions as these inserted? With what propriety or justice could counties, thereafter to 
be formed, be called upon to pay back and reimburse money wh:ch had been paid by 
the State, for taking the census of the Indians occupying the territory out of which 
they were to be composed, while that territory belonged to other counties; if it belong- 
ad to them in the same manner and to the same extent as their other territories, why 
notcompel the latter counties to bear the burthen instead of those to be formed? 
And why were the Indians exempted from the performance of those duties and the 
hearing of those burthens common to all the inhabitants of the State? What right 
have the Legislature to make this invideous distincti n between Indians and cther 
persons? The answer to these questions is plain and obvious, because the annexation 
of Indian territory made by said act, to the countes therein named, was temporary 
and for special purposes. . 

But if the State had possessed the power, and had, inthe exercise of that power, 
xtended its jurisdiction over the Creek Nation and annexed the territory thereof to 
he counties to which it lay contiguous, ‘for all purposes,” the undersigned appre- 
end that it would be equally in the power of the Legislature, when such territory 
hould be ceded by the Indians and acquired by the State, to detach and disconnect it 
tom the counties to which it had been added, for all purposes, in like manner. Let 
sexamine this proposition, By the latter clause ofthe 17th section of the 6th article 
ithe Constitution, it is expressly declared, that, dn all cases of ceded territory ac- 
ured by the State, the General Assembly may make such arrangements and desig: 
ations of the boundaries of counties within such ceded territory as they may deem 
Xpedient: Provided, That no county thereafter to be formed shall be of less extent 
ân nine hundred square miles.” This full, general and comprehensive power of 
aking arrangements and designations of the boundaries of counties in ceded territo- 
‘according to what the Legislature might deem expedient, in the exercise of their 
Kretion, is subject to no limitation, restriction or co.trol, save that imposed by the 
loviso annexed toit, Its exercise does not require the agreement of two thirds of 
oth branches of the General Assembly, as does the alteration of the boundaries of 
d counties, or the establishment of new, or of old counties, Nor is there one word 
id about the right of suffrage and representation, as there is in the constitution in 
elation to the forming new counties out of pold oncs—in which case, such new counties 
€ to be considered as part of the county or counties from which they were taken 
util entitled by numbers to the right of separate representation. This latter provi- 
%, which is to be found in the 16th section of the same article of the Constitutjon, 
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applies oniy to such partsofthe State as had been organized into counties, aftep 
cession of territory, and kot to ceded territory which had to be organised for the fa 
time Into counties: At the time of the passage ofthe act extending the Jurisdiction 
of the State over the Crcek Nation, the territory accupied by said nation had ‘ah 
been ceded to, or acquired by the State; consequently no disposition which was then 
made by that territory could abridge or control the constitutional power vested in the 
Legislature to make ‘such arrangements and designations of the boundaries of com. 
ies” within such territory, when ceded, as they might deem expedient, So far from 
any attempt being made to control or confirm this power, in relation to’ the Cre 
territory, it is;impliedly, reserved in the 5th section of the act extending the jurisdic. 
tion of the State over ite 

The undersigned will now procced to examine the question, whether the senator: 
al district of Montgomerv county, as laid cif in 1828, was changed by the act ey. 
tending the jurisdiction of the State over the Creek nation, by which a portion of 
the territory of that nation, was added to the county of Montgomery. That it was 
not, would seem to follow as a necessary consequence, from what has already been 
shewn in relation to the special nature and object of that act. It will not be contend. 
ed that the language of the act made any such change in that district, for it is totally 
silent on the subject; as itis, in regard to the extension of any political advantagesty 
the people who might inhabit said territory. And when the particular and expre. 
sed purpose of its provisions is considered, and the aid of that rule of interpretazey 
is invoked, by which it 1s deciared that the inclusion of one thing is the exclusion ef 
another, it would appear sufficient to settle the question conclusively in the negative, 
without resorting to any other eonsiderations, If that act did have the effect of chan 
ging said distriet, it must have been by imptication and inference only, which can ne. 
ver be safely resorted to, where an act is so unambiguous in its terms, and its inten- 
tion so apparent as in this instance. But a reference to the constitution must setil 
the question. The tenth section of the third article declares that, “the Genera! 
Assembly shall, at thir first session after making every such appropriation—(tha 
is, an enumerativi. of the inhabitants of this State fur the purpose of apportioning 
the representatives)—fix by law the whole numberof Senators, and shall divide tle 
State into the same number of districts, as ncarly egual in the number of white in 
habitants, as may be, each of which districts, shall be entitled to one senator and m 
more.” From this provision it at once appears clearly and’positively, that the fime, 
at which senatorial distrtcts are to be divided off and established, is fixed by the 
constitution itself, and cannot, therefore, be changed by any act of legislations 
must be done at the first session of the General Asscinbly, after making, pursuant 
to the 9th section of the same article cf the constitutioun, an enumeration of all the 
white inhabitants of the State, for the purpose of apportioning the representatives 
Now if senatorial districts can be changed, by being enlarged or diminished, by a 
act of the legislature, passed between the regular, constitutional periods of appor 
tionment, what becomes of that part of the constitution which Axes the only tim 
at which senatorial districts can be divided off and estallished;—it must be blotted 
out or forgotten, Willit be said that changing a district is not laying or dividing 
it off? What constitutes the laying or dividing off a district, but declaring or defin- 
ing its boundaries; and is not every change of those boundaries equivalent to laying 
and dividing it off anew? When changed does it any longer remain the same? k 
not its identity destroyed? Suppbse all the districts in the State were changed, and 
if one may be changed why not all, for they are placed on the same footing by the 
constitution; who could be found that would say tt did not amount to a new dividing 
of the State into senatorial districts? ‘Che former division would be completely cb- 
literated. 

But what, perhaps, is more important, it still further appears by the same part of 
the constitution, that the senatorial districts are required to be laid off upon a certam 
jirincipile of equity, which is, that they shail be ‘‘as nearly equal in the number af 
white inhabitants as may be.” The framers of the constitution did not provide,nor 10- 
tend to provide, against these inequalities of population which take place from natural 
causes or from emigration; it would have been folly to have attempted it, „Al they 
did was to provide for the equality of the senatorial districts, by requiring {he num- 
ber of inhabitants in each to be as nearly equal as might be, with reference to the 
territory of which the district should be composed, at the time of its formation and 
establishment. Now if a senatorial district could be changed at pleasure by the le 
gislature , would not the value of this principle be at once destroyed; and would j 
afford the slightest security for the equality of representation it was designed to fix 
and establish, Isit possible that the convention could have been guiliy of the levity 
or weakness of prescribing a rule, to secure the just and equal rights of the people, 
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which thé legislature might disregard and set aside thé very ñext day after dctihg 
apon it. It woald be pieposterous and unreasonable to hélieve so, ill it’ be an- 
swered that the equality, provided for, by the constitution, is añ equality of inhabi- 
tants, and not nf territory? W hat reasonable scċurity would there-be for a continu- 
„nce of the equality of inhabitants ‘for a single day, byt by limiting and confining the 
territory of 4 hich they might reside, Population and territory always go togeth- 
er; the former cannot exist without the latter; they are insenerably connected, Fór, 
the purpose of more perfett and practical iMustration, Jet us'take the case'before us, 
By the apportionment act of 1528, tje county cf Montgomery, as it then existed, 
was divided cff and made to compose eme senatorial ‘Ajstrict, as nearly equal, of 
course, in the number of white, inhabitants, to the other senatorial districts in the 
sate, as might be, At the next session uf the kgislature in 1829, (and it might 
just as well Have been done at the same session, ) the jurisdiction of the State was 
extended over the Creek nation, and a large portion of the Créek territory added 
tothe coonty of Montgomitry, and by the same powcr the whole Creek nation might 
have been ddded. The territory that was thus annexed was capable of containing a 
lerke'and dense popniation. Now if by this addition of territory the senatorial dis- 
victo Montgomery county, was changed and enlarged cé-extensively therewith 
would not the equality, established by the constitution, ‘have been, in all probability 
comptetcty| destroyed; and would any pledge have remained for its existence and 
safety for a single day. And upon the well grounded supposition that the territory 
added might have become densely populated, cou'd any thing have been more un- 
just tothe/inhabitants of the Montgomery district as originally established; whose 
relative weight, would have been decreased, in an cxact ratio with the number of 
inhabitants that might have settled or resided in the added territory. The strange 
spectacle might thus have been presented, of one senatorial district, by an act of 
the legislature, pa-wed after it was originally formed, and before the next apportion- 
ment, containing three times the number of inhabitants of any other district in the 
Sate. ‘Thyse, who contend for the right of the legislature to change a senatorial 
district, cannot have sufficiently attended to.the distinction between the political and 
chil divisions cf the State. A senatorial district is a political division and can only 
be changed at the time appdiated by the constitution for dividing the State off into sen- 
‘torial distriéts. A county is a civil division and may be charged at any time, by a 
vote of two thirds of both branches of the Gencral Assembly; provided it is not 
made to contain less territory than the constitution permits. The political divisions 
the Stare are not altered by a mere change of the civil divisions, but remain the 
came after as before such change; until the constitutional period arrives for changing 
the plitica] divisons of the State. Ilenccit clearly results, that the senatorial dis- 
trict of Montgomery coanty, as established and divided off in 182, was not changed 
by the act extending the jurisdiction of the State over the Creek nation. 

In the further prosecution of their inquiries, the undersigned found that, in the 
month of March 1832, a treity was concluded at Washington City, between the 
Government of the-United States and the Creek Nation, ov tribe of, Indians,. by 
which the latter, ceded to the former, all their te.ritory within the State of Ala- 
bama, At the next session of the General Assembly, as appears by an act entitled. 
“an act to establish certain counties therein named; approved December 18, 1832,” 
the whole of the territory, thus ceded, was, pursuant to the division made in the 
latter clause of the 17th section of the 6th article of the constitution, before recited, 
laid off and arranged into counties. A considerable portion of that part which had 
been added to the county of Montgomery in 1829, being formed into a county called 
the county of Macon. ‘There is a consideration presented by this act which the under- 
signed cannot avoid adverting to, as it tends to fortify and confirm the views hereto- 
fore expressed. It is, that by the 8th section of the act, by which the county of 
Macon 1s established, and its limits and boundaries defined; the line between that 
county and the county of Montgomery is recognized as an actually existing line; not 
as one that had been discontinued or changed, cr that had to be established for the 
frst time; but as one that had continued to exist and was well known and defined. 
How could this have happened, if, at the time the Indian territory was added to 
Montgomery, it was added ‘for all purposes.” Had it been so, the original Mont- 
gomery line would have been entirely destroyed, and nn the organization of Macon 
county, it would*have been necessary to re-cstablish and define it. So far, however, 
from this being done, it is expressly referred to asa known existing line, and is 
called the ‘Montgomery line,” twice by name and once by reference. If it had 
been “destroyed, or discontinued, the reference to it would have been void, without, 
4 new designation; and the singular anomaly would have been presented of two con- 
tguous counties being established withoat any dividing line between them. Retur- 
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wing from this digression, the undersigned will next state that at the general eleg. 
tion held on the first Moaday in August, 1853, Mr Abercrombie was elected a gena. 
tor for the district of “Montgomery county,” under the apportionment act of 1898, 
and that at the next session of the General Assembly, as the Journal of the Senate 
shows, he appearedand produced his credentials as the senator elect for the com. 
ties of ‘Moùtgomory and Lowndes” and was qualified and took hisseat accordingly 
His certificate should have been for ‘the county of Montgomery” only, as that Was 
the legal and proper name of the district, for which he was elected, The county gf 
Macon was not mentionetl in this certificate; nor did it contain any thing by which it 
could be known, that anv votes were given for him in that county;'but that is imm. 
terial, At the time of Mr Abercrombie’s election, he resided in the county of Mont. 
gomery; but in the month of December,} thereafter, he removed to the county of 
Afacon, where he now resides. During the last session of the General Assembly, 
a new apportionment act was passed, which was-approved January 16th, 18345 the 
second section of which, divides the State into senatorial districts. By this act the 
county of Montgomery was continued a senatorial district, and a new. district was 
formed, composed of the counties of Macon, Tallapoosa and Pike, which Mr Aber. 
crombie, as it is well understood, claimed-the right of representing, in virtue of hj 
election for the district of ‘the county of Montgomery? in August 1833. Fron 
these facts, the question, can he constitutionally and legally do so, at once arises, 
Thatke cannot, the undersigned willattempt to demonstrate; and for this purpose 
theyjmight, asthey humbly conceive, rely with safety upon what they have alread 
said; for if the senatorial district of the county of Montgomery, as divided off jy 
1828, was not changed by the act extending the jurisdiction of the State over tie 
Creek nation, as they trust they have conclusively shewnit was not; Mr Abercrom. 
bie cannot have the shadow of a pretence'for claiming to represent the Macon dis. 
trict. But clearly as this has been made to appear, they willfnot rely entirely, on 
ewhat has been said, but will proceed to adduce other arguments, that must remove 
every remaining doubt that can possibly exist. 

The undersigned assume it as a position, that cannot be denied, that a senator can 
represent no district, but the one for which he was elected, so long as that one, sub 
stanttively-and distinctly continues to exist. A contrary doctrine would destroy every 
idea of the true nature and value of representation that has ever been formed. To 
say thata representative, elected for one county, could under such election, in any 
event, become the representative of another county, would bea proposition ‘oo ex 
tragant and absurd to be argued. Yet this would emphatically, in effect, be the 
case, if Mr Aberérombie were to represent the district of AZacon, when he was elec 
ted for the district of Montgomery, and when the Macon district was not in exis- 

‘tence at the time of his election; nor did he reside on any part of the territory outof 
which it was formed, nor, as has before been shewn, receive a legal vote within its 
limits. It has, with some apparent seriousness, been said, that a Senator could not 
be legislated out of office; that is, that no division of the State into senatorial districts- 
couldbe made that would, of itself, dcvrivea senatar of his seat, who had been con, 
-stitutionally elected. No one has becs found willing to make himself so ridiculous 
as to deny this position, But it would, in the opinion of the undersigned, be just as 
reasonable to contend, that a senator could be legislated out of office, as that he 
could be legislated out of one district into another, as those must virtually do, who 
contend that Mr Abercrombie has a right to represent the AZacon district; for if 
it could be maintained that he had a right to do so, upon what gronnd would his 
claim rest; would it not be upon the apportionment act of 1834? But for that act, 
no such district as the Macon district would have an existence; and as Mr Aber- 
crombie was elected prior to its passage, and to the formation of that district, there 
would seem to be no basis for his right torepresent it, but the act itself, And if this 
were true,it would follow asa necessary consequence, that by the passage of that 
act, he was transferred from the district of Montgomery to the Macon district. 
Those, who deny this (and perhaps all would, when thus plainly and distinctly set 
forth) and stillcontend that Mr Abercrombie has a right to represent the Macon dis- 
trict, are driven to maintain a ground, if possible, still more unsound and untenable; 
which is, that the right of a senator to represent a particular district may depend 
upon his power of locomotion, or of changing his residence from one place to ano- 
ther. All will admit, as undeniably true, that if Mr Abercrombie had continued to 
reside in Montgomery county, where he did at the time of his election, that he 
would have been the senator for the Montgomery district. Now if he is not the 
senator for that district, but ís the senator for the Macon district, without any new 
election, what will have caused it? Will it not have been his mere change of resi- 
dence? Can a better reason be assigned; but for that change he would have no such 
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right. If he had not.removed, he would have been the senator for Montgomery; ke 
did remove, thervfore he has ceased to be the senator for Montgomery, and has, with- 
tany other act on his part, became the senator for Macon, Tallapoosa and Pike. 
Such would, in short, be the extraordinary and illogical reasoning that would have 
tobe resorted to, to sustain his right. to represent the latter district, What would 
the right of suffrage and representation be worth if they depended on no better 
foundation than this? .The “rotten borough system” of England; the hereditary 
right of an English nobility would afford guards: equally safe and valuable for the 
preservation of the rights of the people, and equally as worthy of commendation. 
No. man has a right to represent the people but by their free and- expressed consent; 
no act of the legislature can create a representative ‘for the people, nor can the 
right of any one to represent them depend upon his mere physical power of chang- 
ing she place of his habitation, Satisfactory as these arguments must be to every 
caydid and unbiased mind, there are others, not less deserving of consideration, some 
of which, the undersigned will briefly mention.. The county of Pike, whichis an 
old county, under the new apportionment act Is included in the Macon senatorial dis- 
trict, That county, onder the apportionment act of 1828, was included in the dis- 
trict composed of the counties of Pike, Covington, Henry and Dale, which was-re- 
presented by Gencral Irwin, Naw suppose that General Irwin had resided.in the 
county of Pike, at the time it was incinded in the AZacon district, and Mr. Abercr- 
ombie had removed into Macon, as he did; which, the undersigned would’ask, would 
have been the senator for the Macon district? Can any one hesitate to say that, as 
between the two, the right of General Irwiu would have been clearly superior to 
that of Mr Abercrombie. If upon any supposed state of facts, which might actually 
hive happened, asin the case put, another person would have been the senator for - 
the district, is it not conclusive to show that Mr Abercrombie cannot be. For a 
person to be entitled to represent a district in the Senate, hg must have a right’supe- 
rior to what any other person could lawfully have. . 

Again, by the 13th section of the 3rd article of the constitution, the senatorsscho- 
sen according to the census ordered to be taken in 1826, are required to be divided 
by lat into three classes, ‘‘as nearly equal as may be;” in order that one third might 
‘goout, and one third be elected annually, and a perpetual succession kept up; and 
hy thelatter clause of the section, it is provided that such mode of classifying new 
additiavad senators, shall be observed as will, as nearly as possible, preserve an 
equality in each clase. By the apportionment act passed subsequent to the taking - 
of the census of 1826, tlie county of Montgomery, as before stated, was divided off.: 
and made to compose one senatorial district;.and the senator,.elected from that dis- 
tist, was classedand consequently the senator[fcr that district can- never be classed 
again; for if he were, the regular succession would be destroyed. The county of 
Montgomery, so long as it contains a senatorial district, is to be regarded in refer- 
ence to districts subsequently created, as an original, or old district, and the senator.’ 
representing it as an old senator, and not, in the language of the constitution, a ‘new 
additional senator.” It has been said that the provision of the constitution in rela- 
tin to the classification. of senators, related only to the incumbents and not to the 
districts. lf it could be shewn thatthe incumbent alone was interested, and that 
the people had nothing to do with it, the position might be maintained, but certainly. 
mt without. The undersigned apprehend that in every: modification and regulation, 
Inrelation to representation,, the people are principally concerned, and, their agents 
or representatives, but secondariiy.. For whose benefit, they would ask, has the 
principle of representation been.so strongly and distinctly asserted, and so carefully. 
and cautiously guarded, but the people. Why is it so highly cherished. and so 
sacredly held, but that their rights, privileges and liberties may be preserved.and. 
upheld? The doctrine, that the powers and disabilities of the representative are to 
be principally considered, and not those from whom they derive their very existence 
ind being, savours much more strongly of monarchies and: aristocracies, than: re- 
publics! hen the fra-mers of the constitution detlared that the senators should. 
be classed, and that the seats of a certain portion, should be vacated annually, it was 
tantamount to saying that each portion ofthe State, represented by a senator, should 
alternately and in succession, have the right of infusing a fresh portion of the pop- 
ular will into the Senate, and of contributing to its permanence and. stability, If 
this were nat so, why did the constitution provide only for the classification. of. the 
senators elected according to the apportionment under the census of 1826, and for 
the classification of ‘new additional senators.’ If the classification of senators applied’ 
tothe incumbents, and not to the people by: whom, nor the-districts for which they 
might be elected, then the constitution, to have been consistent, should have provided 
for the classification of the senators, elected at each annual election; unless indeed. 
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(which no one in his senses, can suppose) it intended to make the senators elect 
to succeed those who were first classed; the mere inheritors of their seats, and not 
the immediate, direct anc responsible representatives of those by whom they should 
be chosen, l i i 

The ‘new additional senators,” mentioned in the constitution, are those who are 
elected for such new districts as are, or may be, formed at each peticd of apportion. 
ing the representatives, and of dividing the State off into senatorial districts, and no 
those elected’ to succeed other ‘senators who had been classed. The Hest practical 
Hlustration of the truth and correctness of these remarks, is furnished by the vely 
case we are now considering, The district of the county of Montgomery is an off 
district, coeval with the commencement of the State Government, and continued re. 
gularly down through each division of the State into senatorial districts, to the pre. 
sent time. The senator for that district, as before observed, was classed under the 
apportionment made according to the census of 1826. ‘The senatorial district¢ 
Macon, ‘Tallapoosa and Pike, is a new senatorial district, formed at the last divisim 
of the State into senatorial districts; it and others were formed in addition to thog 
which previously existed. The senator for this district is, consequently and neces. 
sarily a ‘new additicnal senator.” A senator clected for the flust time, to succed 
another, may be called a new senator; but he can never be called a ‘new addition 
senator,’ because by his election no addition is made to the number of senaton 
before elected or authorised to be elected. Whenever thercfore we asertain which 
are the old districts, and which the new; we know what senators have been classed, 
and what senators are to be classed. We can well imagine the surprise and indig 
naticn.the people of Montgomery would feel, if they were informed from a source 
entitled to credit, that the Senate of Alabama had declared that their district, onet 
the very eldest in the State, was a new district, which had no prior existence; an 
their senator, though the regular successor of the senator of that district, who hau 
_ been classed, at the first classification ef senators that ever took place under the cor 

stitution, was a ‘new ad‘litional senator,’ and had to be classed at the present sessi 
of the General Assembly. On the other hand, taking it for granted that Monts 
mery is an old district, whose senator, having once been, cannot be classed again, 
Suppose Mr Abercrombie, under the facts, entitled to represent the Macon district, 
he would of course have to be classed; the senator for that district never haying 
been classed beforc—what would be the consequence? A senator can serve bnt three 
years, Mr Abercrombie has alrcady served one; if he were new to draw thre 
years, ashe might, he would be cntitied to serve four years under one election, and 
if he were to draw one year, his term would already be expired. It cannot certainly 
be necessary to argue the questien further. “de that runs may read.’ And ever 
reflecting, dispassionate mind must be satished with the general conclusion which fox 
lows from all that has been said, thet James Abercrombie, is not entitled to a seat fn 
the Senate, as the senator for the district composed of the counties of Macon, Talla 
peosa and Pike. And here the undersigued might well pause but in order to preven 
any inference from their silence, in relation to Mr Abercrombie’s right stil tore 
present the Montgomery district; they take cccasion to say, that under all the faci 
and circumstances which exist and have come totheir knowledge, they are satisfied 
that he has no right to represent that district. Mr Abercrombie has preferred w 
claim tothat district, and his friends have shewn by their course in the Senate, in re 
lation to the AZucon district, that they were perfectly satished, that be had no right 
to represent the Montgomery district. 

Having now fully and distinctly"presented the grounds and views by which their 
opinions have been formed, and their course in relation to the claim of Mr Aber- 
crombie the undersigned are willing to submit trem to the judgment of a candid and 


enlightened public, withcut the slightest apprehension of the result.
